most ex pensiv e. In all it Oked 
ex penditures of more than $1 
billion—although 
the 
t ot a l 
shocked ev en some of the leg­ 
islators themselv es. 
They all know they appropri­ 
ated $647 million in the gener­ 
al appropriations 
bi l l , 
and 
some $100 million more in the 
additions and betterments bill. 
Many of them f or got to 
count, howev er, the $190 mil­ 
lion in trust funds, the $8 0 mil­ 
lion in rotaries, the $24 mil­ 
lion for v eterans 
bonus pay ­ 
ments, the $23 milion in feder­ 
al highway matching funds. 
It’s true that all these mon­ 


ies aren’t subject to specific 
appropriation — b u t they ’re 
spent just the same. 
On the 
other hand, 
there 
were major accomplishments, 
many of them which hav e been 
tried without success for ten or 
a dozen y ears. 
They include the new unified 
conserv ation department, the 
public housing and urban rede­ 
v elopment bills, an a gr e e d 
strip mining bill and an agreed 
mine safety bill, the turnpike 
bill, the fiscal y ear starting 
July 1 instead of Jan. 1. 
They include the uniform 
municipal court act, the in­ 


crease in local gov ern m e n t 
funds from $12 to $18 million, 
the reclassification of state 
employ es into less than 8 00 in­ 
stead of more than 1,500 cate­ 
gories. 
They include the most liber­ 
al 
workmen’s 
compensation 
and unemploy ment compensa­ 
tion laws ev er, they include a 
law with teeth in it to require 
all counties to properly v alue 
their real estate for tax purpo­ 
ses. 
They 
include 
considerable 
liberalization of local tax laws, 
such as reducing the majority 
requirements by which 
bond 


or tax lev ies may be passed, 
so subdiv isions may 
act on 
their own to increase school 
teachers’ salaries or meet oth­ 
er local needs. 
They include the Christian 
Science bill, the tax s t u d y 
commission bill, aircraft 
lic­ 
ensing, protection against shy - 
locks who sell on the install­ 
ment plan, a new approach to 
bang’s disease in cattle. 
They include a bill to build 
badly -needed iiuis and 
cabins 
in state parks, a bill to take 
quail off the song-bird list so 
they may be propagated, a bill 
remov ing the archaic require­ 


ment that fishing l i c e n s e s 
must be worn v isibly . 
They ev en include a bill to 
correct all the faults 
enacted 
into the v oting laws by an ex ­ 
perimenting legislature 
tw o 
y ears earlier. 
A good legislature, y ou say ? 
¿ well? May be, actually , won­ 
derful? ? ? 
Wait a minute. 
Ask the housewife—the oleo­ 
margarine 
bill 
was 
beaten 
again. 
Ask 
the minority groups— 
FEPC legislation got nowhere 
despite pledges erf both party 
platforms. 


Ask the school teachers _ 
their school subsidy increase 
bill failed of passage for the 
first time in six y ears. 
Ask the groups which fav or­ 
ed elimination 
of 
sales 
tax 
stamps; they had to settle for 
a commission to work out the 
problem ov er 
the 
nex t two 
y ears and report back to the 
nex t assembly . 
Ask labor-—it failed to win 
repeal of the 
Ferguson Act 
barring strikes by public em­ 
ploy es. 
Ask the interests which fav ­ 
ored the construction of a con­ 
v ey or belt from Lake Erie to 


the Ohio riv er—remember a 
few months ago when that was 
the big legislativ e news 
You might ev en ask 
Gov . 
Frank Lausche—he failed de­ 
spite repeated request* to ob­ 
tain the right to remov e sher­ 
iffs from office or to institute 
padlock 
proceedings against 
commercial gambling joints.

WASHINGTON, Ju ly 18—Gov ­ 
ernment economists said today 
that total 1949 employ ment has 
now' reached a peak and starting 
» ex t month can be ex pected to 
mov e downward. 
The decline in the number of 
* 
employ ed will not necessarily 
mean a substantial increase in 
Jobless rolls since it will mark 
the end of Summertime jobs 
for students and housewiv es. 
Althou gh Censu s Bu reau fig­ 
u res will not be av ailable for an­ 
other two weeks, officials be­ 
liev e that the total nu mber of 
working persons this month will 
meet the gov ernment’s postwar 
* employ ment hope of 60 million 
jobs. 
The bu reau estimated Ju ne 
employ ment at 5 9,619.000, an in­ 
crease of 925 ,000 ov er May fig­ 
u res.

OFFIC IALS discu ssed the em­ 
ploy ment situ ation as these oth­ 
er dev elopments arose in the 
economic pictu re:

Cou ncil of Economic Adv isers, 
declared that the administration 
is willing to accept deficit fi­ 
nancing for the “nex t y ear or 
two.” 

By rd, (D) Va., a leader 
of the congressional economy 
bloc, branded the President’s 
economic program “socialistic” 
and demanded that the economic 
cou ncil be made to tell Congress 
the “ idealogv “ behind its recom­ 
mendations to Mr. Tru man. 
Commenting on the employ ­ 
ment situ ation, one top federal 
economist said: 
“ From all indications we be­ 
liev e that total employ ment 
for July will amount to more 
than 60 million. The figure will 
probably decline a little in 
August and in September can 
be ex pected to drop some­ 
where in the neighborhood of 
58 to 59 million. 
“These changes will resu lt pri­ 
marily from seasonal factors — 
the end of Su mmertime work 
and the retu rn of students to 
school.” 
On the u nemploy ment side, of­ 
ficials are u nsu re as to whether 
jobless rolls will 
increase or

BARCELONA, J u l y 18 — A 
series of bombings, apparently 
by terrorists, u shered in Spain s 
observ ance of the 13th anniv er- \ 
sary of the ou tbreak of its civ il 
war. 
Police said that at least one 
person was killed and nine in­ 
ju red in the Barcelona blasts. 
One bomb ex ploded with su ch 
a blast that it u prooted trees, 
smashed windows and created 
panic in Catalonia. 
Au diences at the Barcelona's 
theatres ru shed to the streets. 
Police cordoned the area and 
ex amined thou sands of identifi­ 
cation cards bu t no arrests were 
made. 
Another bomb ex ploded at the 
Plaza Calv o Setelo, an ex clu siv e 
residential district, where many 
windows were smashed.

wild escapade of armed robbery , 
j car thefts and hit-skip driv ing 
near Circlev ille early Monday . 
Charles Gordon of Columbus

Watters said the man told him 
he had picked u p two men in 
Chillicothe earlier, one man sit­ 
ting in front and the other in the 
rear.

Caleb Cushing, in a m em oran­ 
dum to Secretary of State 
Cal­ 
houn, dated Sept. 29, 
1844, 
ex­ 
plaining the origin of extraterri­ 
toriality, such as provides im m u­ 
nities, some when on service on­ 
ly, some all the time, to anyone 
connected with the United 
Na­ 
tions, wrote: 
“ From the greater p art of As­ 
ia and Africa, individual Chris­ 
tians are utterly excluded, eith­ 
er by the sanguinary barbarish 
of the inhabitants, or by their 
phrenzied bigotry, or by the n ar­ 
row-minded policy of their gov­ 
ernments. To their courts, 
the 
ministers of Christian 
govern­ 
ments have no means of access 
except by force, and at the head 
of fleets and armies. As between 
them and us, there is no com­ 
munity of ideas, no common law 
of nations, no i n t e r c h a n g e of 
good offices: and it is only dur­ 
ing the present generation that 
treaties, most of them imposed 
by force of arm s or by 
terror, 
have begun to bring down 
the 
great Mohammedan and pagan 
governments into a state of inco- 
hoate peaceful 
association with 
Christendom.” 
Does this apply to the United 
States in the year 1949? Are our 
courts so barbarous, our judges 
so corrupt, our police so brutal, 
that even the hired help attach­ 
ed to the United Nations have to 
enjoy the immunities, privileges 
and rights which are based upon 
such a situation as Caleb Cush­ 
ing described to John C. Cal­ 
houn?

land by the 80th Congress,
